Tbe habit probably 
grew oat of the drag having been pre- 
scribed originally for tbe relief of some 
obstinate pain.

"This same drag clerk also told of 


the successful core of a sufferer from 
the opium habit, another lady who re- 
alized her situation and longed to be 
frae. She went to live at her physician's 
boose. She had been drinking so much 
laudanum a day. The doctor began, by 
allowing her the equivalent in mor- 
phine in capsules, taken at the hours at 
which she had been accustomed to take 
tbe liquid. He kept her on a nourishing 
and stimulating diet and very gradual- 
ly, without the patient's knowledge, 
reduced the size of tbe doses of morphia. 
1' After a time he substituted for one of 


the morphine capsules daily one of the 
aame appearance, filled with cinchoni- 
dia, an alkaloid of Peruvian bark like 
quinine, bat weaker. Tbe patient did 
aot feel the difference. Another cincho- 
nidia capsule was substituted daily aft- 
er another week or two, and so on, until 
after some months the habitue was tak- 
ing nothing but cinchonidia one day, 
•with, perhaps, two morphine doses the 
•ext. As gradually as before these 
w>ro eliminated, and the patient was 
tmd one day that she had had no mor- 
phia for a month. She was surprised 
and incredulous, but the at last real- 
iced that (be was cured. I don't know 
tfaat every one could be treed rrom the 
•pram habit in that manner. 


"The druggist's clerk told me of a 


fellow employee of his who had a pas- 
sion for ether. He had found him sev- 
en! thn«e asleep or dozing in a heap of 
welsior packing in the cellar, and at 
last discovered that the young man had 
been stealing ether. He would saturate 
* sponge, put it into a pasteboard cone, 
hold it over his coee, and thus anaes- 
thetize himself. Yon know that the 
sensation of passing under the iaflnence 
of ether is very pleasant. It is akin to 
the exhilaration of alcohol. The patient 
abont to be operated upon is in a state 
of Uigh spirits, no matter how great his 
anxieties may be, as soon as tbe ether 
has begna. to intoxicate him. 


"But in oue part of Ireland, where 


the rasiking of 'potheen' has been 
squelched by tbe excise, the simple na- 
tj"*« have taken to using ether—a prod- 
tact not expensively pnrified like that 
•used by irorgcons. Only instead of in- 
haling it they drink it. It induces ex- 
treme exhilaration, then sleep, and tho 
dmnkarrt awakes with a hfsui.-u;h«, a 
Hick Btomach and an onpleaiouit, svreet 
ta/ite in tho month, just as the surgeon's 
pftfu'-nt does. The ether drinking tnakes 
a man noisy and quarrelsome and reck- 
leM while its exhilarating effect la#t», 
and in in otlwr ways far worse than 
whiuky. A man nwy b* drunk and so- 
ber agRin in Ifi minutes. The local cler- 
gy oro very bitter against the excisemen 
for driving out the comparatively harrn-

The biography of the late Lord Ten. 


tyson by his son Hallam recalls to mind 
in amusing story anent the laureate 
told by James T. Fields, and which does 
not appear in the present memoir.

now that the barbarous practice of flog- 
ging has bt-cn abolished as a method of 
punishment in the English army and 
navy and that the cat o' nine tails is 
altogether an obsolete intsitut.ufl. That 
this idea is without foundation is bhowu 
by the report of the terrible flogging to 
which a seaman was subjected last 
month on board the British man-of-war 
Peiu lope by order of her captain. The 
cruiser in question is stationed at Cape 
Town, and news of the flogging has re- 
cently be«n received in London. More- 
over, recent official returns go to show 
that ia the military prisons of the United 
Kingdom there is an average of at 
least two floggings a week throughout 
the entire year. Russia, which has an 
infinitely greater reputation for bar- 
barity than England, has recently not 
only prohibited flogging by the govern- 
ment and provincial authorities as a 
means of punishment, but has also de- 
prived the village elders and the lead- 
ers of tbe peasant communities from 
inflicting corporal punishment npoii 
refractory fellow members.

Florid* Fanner's Plan to Get Klch by 


BeaUnc the Railroads. 


The Louisville and Nashville railroad 


has recently uncovered a clever but old 
fat&ioued scheme of robbery which has 
puzzled its detectives for two years. 
Jar.kson county, Fla., raises a few cat- 
tle, but it isn't a Texas ranch by a great 
deal For two years past all the cattle 
in this oountr seem to have cultivated 
the Louisville and Nashville. The 
num- 


ber of cows killed on that line in this 
county exceeds anything iu the history 
of the road. 


Detective Watts has been lookirg up 


the previous condition of servitude of 
these numerous valuable sacrifices to 
engines and has discovered a plot which 
has cost the company thousands of dol- 
lars. The man who conceived and ex- 
ecuted this coup is J. D. Stilly. He is 
an artist It was StiUy's idea to scour 
the oountry udjoiniag the railroad and 
buy up all the lame, halt and blind cat- 
tle to be had.
